radioactive materials. The bulld- 
ing, known to scientists as a 
“hot lab,“ ts believed to be the 


only one of its kind in the United 
States owned by a private insti- 
tution, 

Under present plans, materials 
to be handled in the laboratory 
will have relatively low radiation 
outputs in order to minimize pos- 
sible hazards to personnel work- 
ing in the building, but all out- 
Side doors are kept locked as a 
matter of routine to prevent 
passersby from wandering in and 
exposing themselves to radiation. 

The two-story brick building on 
the university campus near Mill- 
brook boulevard and Melville ave- 
nue, University City, is built into 
the side of a hill so that half of. 
the first floor working space is 
underground. 

Vault for Atomic Material. 

Storage vault for radioactive 
substances when not in use is a 
small closet-like space, about 
three -feet high, which is under- 
ground and has concrete walls 
two and one half «feet thick. 

The building is suplied liberally 
with ‘small lead blocks to shield 
the materials when they are being 
used in the laboratories, and per- 
sons working there have fountain- 
pen size gadgets with a scale in 
them to show at a glance how 
much radiation ig shooting 
through the building. 

Reporters yesterday observed a 
clutter of dirty test tubes and 
other glassware on one laboratory 
table with a printed sign warn- 
ing “Contaminated area, keep 
away.” John Sowden, assistant | 
professor of chemistry at the uni- 
versity-and senior research assist- 
ant for the laboratory, explained 
that washing the equipment would 
require special handling which no- 
body had had time to do. | 


Contaminated Dust Possible. 


He apologized for a layer of dust 
on @ nearby table. “That dust 
may be contaminated,” he ex- 
plained, “and we have to be care- 
ful how we clean up around here.“

WASHINGTON, May 1 (UP)— 
The mystery of the growing meter 


‘| bar was presented to the Ameri- 


can Physical Society today. A 
companion piece, the mystery of 
the shrinking meter bar, was pre- 
sented at the same time. 

Dr. Lewis V. Judson of the Na- 
tional Bureau of Standards said 
one of the bars has been growing 
for 45 years. Itg length increased 
by 1.3 microns (52 millionths of 
an inch) in the last six years. The 
other bar shrinks. It is now 80 
millionths of an inch shorter than 
it was six years ago. 

Meter bars, if they are going to 


be any good for precise measur- 
ing, should neither grow nor 
shrink. Nobody knows just what 


they do. 


thing to do with molecular insta- 
bility,” Judson said. “The mole- 
cules in the bars appear to be 
rearranging | themselves. But we 
don’t know.” 

Judson emphasized that most of 
the bureau’s meter bars are be- 
having themselves. Bars made of 
platinum - iridium alloy haven't 
changed by so much as a split 
millionth of an inch, 

Chief among them is “National 
Prototype Meter No. 27,” the na- 
tional standard, meter by which 
all other meter bars in the coun- 
try are checked. It is still just 
one meter long. 

The inconstant meter bars were 
made of nickel steel alloy. They 
came from Geneva, Switzerland. 
The oldest, called an Invar“ bar, 
arrived here in 1903. It has been 
growing ever since. It grew rap- 
idly “in the early years and then 
gradually slowed down,” Judson 
sai 


d. 
The Swiss makers of this bar 


tried by changing the alloy a little 


to make a bar that wouldn’t grow. 
They called it “Fix-Invar.” This 
country and Canada bought iden- 
— Fix-Invar bars 10 or 15 years 


They do not grow; they shrink. 
Both have been getting shorter all 
the time and at almost exactly 
the same rate. 

Judson thinks the alloys in the 
bars “probably are of an unstable 
nature, changing from one form 
of nickel steel to another.” He 


took the matter up at a Bureau 
of Standards staff meeting a 
month ago “but nobody had any 
suggestions.” It really doesn’t 
make any practical difference to 
the bureau how these bars com- 
port themselves, inasmuch as the 
other bars stay put. 
Judson and his colleagues are 
curious. If the country’s physicists 
have any ideas, he said, we'll be

‘Limited Action on Veto. 
Vandenberg himself has said 
repeatedly that action should be 
taken to abolish the big power 
veto on all U.N. efforts to settle 
international -disputes short of 
war. 

He has not called for complete 
abolition of the veto where war- 
like measures are concerned. 
There is no indication he plans to 
do so, although Senator Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio, this week urged that 
the U.N. Charter be amended to 
eliminate all vetoes. | 
There are indications that when 
present studies have been com- 
pleted, Vandenberg may sponsor a 
resolution aimed at giving this 
country’s military: help to the 
western nations outside of the 
Communist orbit If any emergency 
arises. 

Harold E. Stassen, like Taft, a 
G. O. P. presidential nomination 
candidate, has suggested that this 
country set up joint military bases 
and work out joint defense plans 
with the European recovery pro- 
gram beneficiaries, 

The five nations which signed 
the Brussels defense pact already 
have sent up a joint military com- 
mittee to look into mutual plans.

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What the Germans Think 

There is less and less doubt about the neces- 
sity for including Western Germany in plans 
for Zuropean economic reconstruction. Also gain- 
ing ground is the idea that the Western Reich 
must be included in defense preparations. 

This increasing importance of the former ene- 
my territory draws renewed attention to the 
morale and democratic potential of its people. 
Judging by a report of the Army’s Opinion Sur- 
veys Section, the prospect in these- respects is 
anything but reassuring. 

That the Germans should be disturbed and dis- 
satisfied is not particularly surprising. Their 
life these days is too primitive to breed much 
enthusiasm. Food is still their chief concern. 
But it is alarming that their interest in politics 
and especially the inclination to demderaey are 
declining. Confidence in German officials is 
falling off. What's worse, there is a growing in- 
clination to regard National Socialism as a “good 
idea badly carried out.” More and more indi- 
viduals are reddy to settle for “a government 
which guarantees jobs and good living rather 
than one which promotes personal liberty.” 

The most consoling factor disclosed by the 
surveys is a rise in the distaste for Communism. 
Now only about 5 per cent of the Germans 


would choose a Communist government if they 


could, About 15 per cent would return to a 
purged National Socialism, Hope—such as it is 
—lies in the more than 60 per cent who would 
have no part of either of these systems. 

One quick explanation of these attitudes may 
be the failure to make more progress in almost 
three years of occupation. This is borne out by 
the fact that 50 per cent said that reconstruc- 
tion has been hindered by the Allies. 
respect, incidentally, the Americans are much 
more highly regarded than are the other powers. 

What these details add up to seems to be the 
need for a more effective, more dynamic occu- 
pation policy. It is well and good to say that 
the Germans started the war and lost it. But 
if they are to be fitted into the Western demo- 
cratic pattern—and that is esséntial—a better 
groundwork must be laid for their participation. 
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J. Vivian Truman’s New Job 
Ordinarily, it is a sound enough rule for Pres- 
idents to avoid the appointment of relatives to 


' federal office. As Woodrow Wilson wrote in a 


mémorable letter declining to appoint his broth- 
er as postmaster of Nashville, Tenn., no one 
should appear to be chosen because a kinsman 
was in a position to make the appointment. 

In fairness, the appointment of J. Vivian Tru- 
man, the President's brother, as Federal Hous- 
ing Administration director for Western Missou- 
ri, is in another category, J. Vivian Truman 
became a field representative for the FHA in 
1935. That was the year Harry Truman began 
his tenure in the Senate. Thus, the appointea 
has Had 13 years of experience in federal hous- 
ing, part of the time as a field man and much of 
the period in an administrative capacity. He 
ought to know as much about federal housing 
as any man in Western Missouri and a great 
deal more than most people. 
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India Turns to Peace 

The triumph of Mohandas Gandhi after death 
is growing greater than ever it was in life. India, 
it turns out, was so profoundly shocked by his 
assassination that there has been. a widespread 
abandonment of communal fighting for a co- 
operative effort to achieve order and: stability. 

In the last 60 days or so more than 500 of 
India’s 562 princely states haye been peaceably 
brought into the new nation. ‘ ‘ 


Even more significant Is the voluntary removal 
from the political scene of those organizations, 


based on religious affiliation, whith had kept 
communal strife aflame for so long. The lead in 
this movement was taken by the Hindu Mah- 
sabha after one of its members had killed 
Gandhi. Perhaps this was a form of self-dis- 
cipline more ljkely to be encountered in the 
spiritual East than in the materialistic West. 
But it has been effective, 

The example was followed by the All-India 
Moslem League which has given up its seats in 
the Indian parliament and in the provincial as- 
semblies, So far as politics go, most of its mem- 
bers have joined the non-religious People’s 
party which is being built up as a parliamentary 
opposition to.the Congress party. The Sikhs 
also have decided to confine their organizations 
to religious matters, Politically, they are joining 


‘Nehru and the Congress. ’ 


The new spirit has reached into Pakistan, too, 


At the moment, the Moslems may be involved in“ 


raising tariff barriers against India and vice 
versa. This is regrettable, but at least personal 
passions have subsided so far that 45,000 Mos- 
lems have returned from Pakistan, whither they 
had fled for safety, to India. Another great con- 
ciliatory move. was the marriage of Dr. Ambed- 
kar, parliamentary leader of the Untouchables, 
to a Brahmin woman, and his introduction of a 
measure to break up the caste system. 

This removal of fanatical religious groups 
from the political scene certainly is not enough 
to solve all of India’s complex problems. Still, 
it seems that the Christian Century is warranted 
in saying that “under the shock of Gandhi's 
death, a shift in attitude is occurring which is 
hardly less than a conversion on a national scale 
from strife, fear and self-seeking to co-operation 
and a new integration of Indian life.” 
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An Issue Made to Order 


Up in Jefferson, City, there is an organization 
called the Missouri Public Expenditure Survey. 
It makes a business of pointing out what it re- 
gards as waste in the use of state funds.

times as much to educate a Negro law student 


in the present Jim Crow law school as it pays 
to educate a white law student at Columbia, The 
annual figures are: Negro, $807; white, $228. If 
Gov. Donnelly signs the $400,000 appropriation 
for a new building, the cost for Negroes will 
jump up to 10 times or more, though the educa- 
tion provided still will be inferior to that for 
white students.

A 16-inch coast-defense 
gun is a fine thing if you expect someone 
to invade your coast. But Gen, .Hisen- 
hower did not bother very much about 
American coastal defenses. He was inter- 
ested in guns which could be taken ashore 
over the beaches and brought into action 
in a hurry. 


More Urgent Than Bombers 


Almost everyone in Washington agrees 


that a big Air Force is a comfortable thing 


to have. But many an expert thinks that 


there are more urgent things at this par- 


ticular moment. They are worried that 
Congress will become so enamored of the 
big bombers that ft will neglect to provide 
weapons more valuable in ‘terms of the 
purposes in hand, 

This is not just a case ef people who 
might be subject to the charge of sticking 
their necks in the sand and refusing to be- 
lieve that there might be a real danger of 
war with Soviet Russia. If there were un- 
limited appropriations, you would see the 
Army and Navy just as eager for the big- 
ger Air Force as the Air Force itself. But 
appropriations are not unlimited, even 
when Representative John Taber, arch- 
nemesis of all Government spenders, per- 
sonally proposes spending more money for 
bombers. 

There is a limit somewhere, determined 
by the resources of the United States and 
the willingness of Congress to spend those 
resources. More money for one of the 
three services means less for the two 
others. Therefore, the problem is to fig-

Who'll Hold Those Bases? 


The big Air Force protagonigts have a 
clear concept of how they think bombers 
would best answer the atrategic require- 
ments, The clearest example is the argu- 
ment of Gen, Claire Chennault that so long 
as the United States can possess three big 
alr bases in inner China, the Soviet Army 
will never dare advance, He thinks that 
the ability to threaten Russian heavy in- 
dustry in the Siberian and Ural areas from 
China is enough to guarantee the peace.

The argument for the bigger Air 
Force starts by assuming that the United 
States is preparing for a war to start not 
before 1950 and presumably after. 

It is long-range planning on the expec- 
tation of war. But since the effect will 
not increase available strength for over a 
year, it can have no bearing on the course 
of the cold war during this immediate 
period, 3 

Here is where the foreign policy experts 
come in. They have no serious objection 
to the bigger Air Force per se. But to 
them it Ys a weapon. entirely irrelevant to 
the problem, And it might even be dam- 
aging if it meant that Congress sees Amer- 
ican security in terms only of airpower. 


They see American security in other 
terms at the State Department. And they 
incline to think that the present crisis be- 
tween Last and West ia going to be re 
solved long before the new planes begin 
rolling. 


Protect Rather Than Liberate

Petition Campaigns 


Organized by Many 


Cities and Towns—15 State Legislatures 
Already Back the Idea. . 


Many cities and towns have or- 
ganized petition campaigns, inde- 
pendent of the national organiza- 
tions. They have obtained thou- 
sands of signatures to pleas to the 


President or Congress to make a 
start on whatever action might be 


necessary to link the world into 
one community. 

Similar movements are spread- 
ing abroad even faster than here. 
One international organization 
alone, The World Movement For 
World Federal Government, has

The new constitutions of France 
and Italy have articles providing 
that they will agree to limitations 
on their national sovereignty in 
order to form a world federation 
on a basis of equality with all 
other states.

American politics have not yet 
been affected strongly by it, but 
about 40 resolutions favoring world 
government are pending before the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee.

WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP). 
NE of the biggest spontaneous citizens’ movements of our time 
0 is the spreading sentiment for world government. A large 
variety of organizations are springing up throughout the coun- 
try. Many advocate different methods, but all agree that only some 
kind of international federation will prevent a duel with atom bombs, 


other nations disarm at the same 
time. 

Largest of the world govern- 
ment ofganizations is the United 
World Federalists, with 168 chap- 
ters in 33 states and the District 
of Columbia, Its affiliated Student 
Federalists has 165 chapters in 
colleges and high schools in the 
same number of states. 

Among its vice presidents and 
advisory board members are such 
men as Supreme Court Justice 
William O. Douglas and Dr. Al- 
bert Einstein. 

The United World Federalists 
want a complete world govern- 
ment, to be accomplished, if pos- 
sible, through strengthening of the 
U. N. They also support the draft- 
ing of a world constitution at a 
world people's convention in Ge- 
neva in 1950. A British world gov- 
ernment movement is sponsoring 
the convention. 


Convention in 1950. 

The 1950 convention is the pri- 
mary aim of another large move- 
ment, the People’s World Constitu- 
tional Convention. Its affiliates 
include the Action for World Fed- 
eration, World Republic and the 
Campaign for World Government. 

Delegates are to be selected for 
this convention in an unofficial 
election, The idea is that private 
citizens will be able to agree on a 
world union better than profes- 
sional diplomats and politicians. 

Ely Culbertson, the contract 
bridge expert, heads the Citizens's 
Committee for United Nations Re- 
form. Culbertson believes that if 
some kind of federation cannot be 
achieved quickly, it will be too 
late to prevent anather war. 

Rather than a complete world 
government at the start, he seeks, 
as a first step a simple federa- 
tion in which small states will 
provide an international police 


and large nations on a quota basis 


will pare down their military 
strength. 

The American Legion has in- 
dorsed the principle of this plan, 
and its program has been adopted 
by one of the most vigorous of the 
local movements, the Middletown 
(Ohio) Citizens’s Committee. 

The Culbertson idea is also 
essentially the program of Col- 
umnist Dorothy Thompson’s World 
Organization of Mothers of All 
Nations, 

Clarence Streit's movement, 
Federal Union, looks forward to 
eventual world federation, but 
doubts it can be accomplished in 
time. As a stop-gap, it proposes a 
union of the United States and 
western European democracies, 
leaving the door open to Russia 
and all other nations when they 
subscribe to its principles, 

Dr. Robert C. Hutchins, chan- 
cellor of the University of Chi- 
cago, heads the Committee to 
frame a World Constitution. After 
two years’s work, he and ten other 
prominent educators completed 
the draft of their constitution on 
March 20. 

Atomic Scientist’s Views 

The Emergency Committee. of 
Atomic Scientists, headed by Ein- 
stein, agrees in general with the 
programs of both Streit and the 
United World Federalists. Al- 
most any type of world union 
would be better than none, they 
warned on April 11 after the col- 
lapse of U. N. efforts to obtain 
agreement on international control 
of atomic energy. 

Local petition campaigns and 
organization drives have been the 
most striking activities of world 
government promoters. The most 
successful has been the Workers 
for World Security in Cleveland, 
where about 300,000 persons have 
signed simple pledges that they 
believe in and want a federation 
ort the world. 

The. mayors of Chicago and 
Minneapolis have proclaimed 
world government weeks. Nor- 
walk, Conn., started a petition 
movement that spread all over 
the Atlantic seaboard in the past 
year. Sinclair Lewis sparked a 
week-long drive in Sauk Centre, 
Minn., for which the whole town 
turned out. 

The “bible” of the movement is 
Emery Reve’s “Anatomy of 
Peace,” published in 1945 before 
the atom bomb dropped on Hiro- 
shima. Next favorite is “Modern 
Man Is Obsolete,” by Norman 
Cousins, editor of The Saturday 
Review of Literature. This was 
published shortly after Hiroshima.

HE crisis over China’s vice 

presidency arose from a basic 

struggle between the central 
bureaucracy, or “court” at Nan- 
king, which wanted to preserve the 
status quo, and a strong coalition 
of provincial generals and politi- 
clans who were dissatisfied with 
Nanking. 

The court’s candidate was Sun 
Fo, a safe court fi ure of many 
years’ standing. The provincial 
coalition’s leader and winner in 
the final balloting is Gen. Li 
Taung-jen. 

Although Gen. Li has a consid- 
erable following among China's 
middle-of-the-road intellectuals, his 
supporters who really counted in 
the final election showdown are 
provincial big shots—the term, 
“warlord,” isn't a misleading one 
some. 

List of Backers. 
They include: 

1. Gen. Fu Tso-yi, whose word 
is law in the Inner Mongolian 
provinces of Sulyan and Chahar. 
For several months he and Gen. 
Li have woiked closely in run- 
ning north China, with Gen. Fu 
in operating command of Gov- 
ernment troops and Gen. Li as 
head of Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek’s Peiping headquarters, 
the highest titular position in the 


for 


area. 

2. The Chinese Moslem rela- 
tives, Ma Pu-fang and Ma Hung- 
kuei, who dominate the western 
provinces of Chinghai and 
Ninghsia, respectively, They 

might have supported Gen. Li 
anyway, but were clinched by 
Gen. Pai Chung-hsi, China's De- 
fense Minister and the principal 
Moslem in China, Gens. Pai and 
Li are very close, having spent 
the prime of their lives together 
in building up the southern prov- 
ince of Kwangsi. 

3. Yen Hsi-shan, the old war- 
lord of Shansi province. Yen's 
power has been greatly reduced 
since the Communists overran 
most of his area, but he is still 
the strongest pro-Government 

man there. 

Gen. Wang Wao-yu, gover- 
nor of Shantung, who has been 
waging an effective fight there 
e overwhelming Commu- 
nist opposition and with poor 
suppart from Nanking. 

5. Some local leaders in Man- 
churia. Most of this area is in 
Communist control, but its rep- 
resentatives can still vote. 

6. The whole political leader- 
ship of Kwangsi, Gen. Li’s old 
home base, plus most of that in 
the central province of Anhwei, 
whose governor, Li Pin-hsien, 
is a 2 of his. 

Have gional Strength. 

The common denominator of 
this following is regional strength 

—the strength of local men who 
have come to power th 
knowledge of local conditions. 
For some time such men have 
become more and more critical 
of the Nanking bureaucracy, which 
they regard as distant, unrealistic 
and meddlesome—especially in 
the north where they have faced 
the civil war in reality. 

Gen, Li has advanced by being 
an outstanding military man and 
politician instead of by a high 
standing at court. He was a suc- 
cessful young officer in the re- 
volutionary activities of the 1920s 
which brought Generalissimo 
Chiang to power. 

Later, he and Gen. Pai broke 
with the Generalissimo and spent 
almost a decade in developing 
Kwangsi into one of China's more 
progressive provinces. 

At the start of the Japanese war 
he rejoined the Generalissimo with 
a strong force of Kwangsi troops. 
He did some of the best fighting 
of the early war years and is 
personally credited with the vic- 
tory of Taierhchuang, the great- 
est the Chinese ever won over the 
Japanese. ' 

Later he was shunted off to ob- 
scurity. 

After the war he turned the 
largely-honorary Peiping position 
to advanetage. He gained the re- 
spect of Chinese liberals by ward- 
ing off to some extent the sup- 
pression of academic freedom in 
the country’s university center. 

@Outspoken Criticism. 

Campaigning openly for the vice 
presidency, Gen. Li was outspoken 
in his criticism of the corruption 
and “reactionary” tendencies of 
Nanking. The descent, of him and 
his followers on Nanking has been 
compared by one foreign observer 
there with the descent of the 
English barons on King John at 
the time of the Magna Carta. 

What Gen. Li hopes to accom- 
plish in the vice presidency, 
which, like the vice presidency in 
the United States is largely power- 
less, is not clear. However, through 
him the regional viewpoint would 
have a highly placed spokesman 
at court. 

Possibly the presidential suc- 
cession is also involved. Generalis- 
simo Chiang is now past 60 and 
is embarking on a six-year term. 
Should he die during that time, 
a chaotic struggle for power 
might be avoided by having a vice 
president already backed by a 
large proportion of the powerful 
elements in the country. Gen. Li 
is such a Man. 

Furthermore, if the time ever 
came for a negotiated peace with 
the Communists, Gen. Li would 
be far more acceptable to them 
than the Generalissimo. Both in 
background and sympathies he is 
fairly close to old leaders such as 
Gen. Li Chi-shen and Feng Yu- 
hsiang, who have denounced the 
Generalissimo and urged coalition 
with the Communists.

Yet 
most of it had little effect on 
the main current of his life. 
Even a dedicated revolutionary 
can be gubtly altered by the 
claims of friendship, the lure of 
art, the desire to be understood 
or even the craving of a tired 
organism for rest. Lenin wasn’t. 
From the day in 1887 when his 
brother was executed by the 
Czarist Government he had only 
one purpose: the victory of the 
world revolution. 


To say that he lived for Com- 
muniém would be true but lack- 
ing in precision. He was certain 
that the initial dictatorship (in 
Russia or elsewhere) would issue 
Into an ultimate Communist so- 
ciety but his estimate of when 
this might occur changed from 
time to time.

Theirs wag a partnership of 51 

years. 

And what a partnership it 
was! Surely no man and wom- 
an ever ‘worked together more 
successfully on knotty, weary- 
ing, plaguing social questions, 
Sidney had come up in the 
British civil service—-War Office 
“clark,” surveyor of taxes, Co- 
lonial Office, Beatrice Potter 
was a student of co-operation 
and writer on problems of the 
biggest metropolitan area in the 
world. Joining hands, they sat 
on endless committees and com- 
missions, prepared report after 
report, dissented whenever the 
majority wouldn’t go with them 
and so broke trails in social 
progress, for better living for the 
masses of people. 

With George Bernard Shaw, 
they -helped make the Fabian 
Socialist movement a force in 
English life, They took a lead, 
ing part in the founding of the 
now famous London School of 
Economics and Political Seience. 
They worked steadily in the La- 
dor party and the bearded Sid- 
ney was one of Labor's early 
leaders in the House of Com- 
mons, where his bushy mus- 
tache and scrubby goatee won 
him the nickname of Nannie.“ 

This book consists of extracts 
from the detailed diary which 
Beatrice Webb managed to keep 
by getting up early and writing 
the account of the day before 
while it was fresh and she was 
freshest. It is a sequel to “My 
Apprenticeship,” which appeared 
in 1926, and picks up where that 
journal left off. There are 
comments on everyone in Eng- 
land of the times from Edward 
VII, “this utterly commonplace 
person” to wunderfed laborers. 
Since not many Americans are

The parents of 10-months-old: Zu- 
nan Elaine Rounds, who was born 
without a gall bladder, appealed 
today to medical acience in a last 
effort to save their baby’s life. 


Mr. and Mrs, A. C. Rounds 
were told by physicians that Su- 
san has only a year to live, at the 
most. They asked that the case 
be given publicity in the hope that 
someone in scientific research had 
found a way to correct nature’s 
omission. 

The girl was born last June 26. 
An exploratory operation in Riley 
Children's Hospital in Indianapo- 
lis revealed that she had no gall 
bladder or ducts to carry bile 
from the liver. Surgeons said, 
however, they could not perform 
an operation that would save the 
child's life. 

Her body is unable to digest 
fats in any form, and proteins 
are digested imperfectly. Her 
food is confined to sugar and 
starch. The bile secretions pro- 
duced by her liver are disposed of 
through the blood stream. 

Doctors say the liver is under 
great strain and that the dile, 
having no normal way to escape, 
eventually will destroy the liver's 
usefulness and affect her heart.

Col. Siegmund, who was in com- 
mand of the Army air base at 
Kearns, Utah, and who knows air- 
planes when he sees them, reports 
that at first glance he took it to 
be a small pursuit plane.

tion: What had he been drink- 
ing? 

Col. Siegmund has been looking 
up material on big birds and has 
come to the conclusion that what 
he saw was an albatross. His 
chief ally in Alton, Mr, Coleman, 
is convinced, however, that it is 
a condor. While Siegmund has 
been reading up on albatrosses,

thinks, and although it didn’t 
move its wings, he has no doubt 
about it being a bird. 

Burke, a former newspaperman, 
is a keen observer, and he 
promptly sat down. and made a 
rough sketch of what he saw. It 
had, he says, a long, torpedo- 
shaped body, straight, rather nar- 
row wings, with squared off ends, 
a head which seemed to be drawn 
into its shoulders, and a longish 
beak, Burke, after thinking it 
over, has joined the Albatross 
school of thought. 


First known person to have seen 
the thing is 12-year-old Jimmy 
Trares, who saw it a couple of 
months or so ago, but told no one 
except his Mother. Jimmy, red- 
haired, well-mannered and intel- 
ligent, insists that it was as big 
as a small plane. “Because there 
was a plane in the sky at the 
time,” he says, “and the bird 
seemed to be as high as the plane 
and looked as big.” 

The Zoo, which has been receiv- 
ing a lot of inquiries about bi 
birds, some from people who — 
they have seen it, some from peo- 
ple who are just wondering what 
other people might be seeing, 
takes a very dim view of the 
whole business. The only birds 
which could even approach such 
dimensions, they point out, are 
the Wandering Albatross and the 
Andean Condor, and to find one 
of either in this part of the coun- 
try would be like finding a polar 
bear on a tropical beach. It just 
doesn’t happen. 

Meantime, people were still see- 
ing it and some were none too 
happy about it. Harry Bradford, 
who lives at the Jefferson Hotel, 
says he has seen it three times 
and has found it so upsetting he 
offers $10 for a plausible explan- 
ation. 

There has been no shortage of 
explanations, but none that seem 
conclusive enough. One of them 
was to the effect that the big 
what-is-it is really an aerial mag- 
netometer, a device 12 inches in 
diameter and six feet long which, 
when towed from a plane, is used 
to detect ore deposits, But it has 
no wings, and witnesses of the 
big what-is-it stand unanimous for 
wings, , 

Another “solution” was ad- 
vanced with the discovery of some 
tracks of a Big Blue Heron on the 
banks of the Meramec. Amateur 
ornithologists immediately con- 
cludéd it could have been nothing 
else, On the other hand, Big Blue 
Herons are no strangers to these 
parts, and they have a wingspread 
at best of six feet which, in the 
light of testimony given by eye 
witnesses, would seem to place the 
heron out of the running. 

As for the demands for a city 
investigation, Mayor Kaufmann 
has turned the job over to Ad- 
ministrative Assistant Charles 
Hertenstein, who has said he'll be 
Flad to investigate it. He just 
wonders how to begin. That's all.

That means not only making 
sure that every one of these chil- 
dren has a thorough medical and 
dental examination, It means also 
seeing that eyery physical defect 
showing up in those examinations 
is: corrected, or if it cannot be 
corrected that something is done 
at least to treat it. 


2,500,000 in Group. 

About : 2,500,000 six-yéar-olds will 
be entering school next fall, The 
idea behind the President's chal- 
lenge is not to single out these 
little beginners as more important 
than other children, but simply 
to make improving their health 
the first step in a nation - wide 
effort to improve the health of 
all children of school age. If this 
one job for school beginners could 
be done, and done thoroughly, 
year after year, at the end of a 
decade the total job of giving 
schookage children a sound phy- 
sical start in life would be a 
great deal easier. 

‘The Children’s Bureau of the 
Federal Security Agency has been 
looking into this matter of the 
health of school-age children and 
has come up with some very sober- 
ing facts: 

According to the best estimates, 
at least 75 per cent of our school 
children need dental care. The 
average child 1 school has 
six teeth already involved in the 
decay process. More than 40 per 
cent of our 6-year-olds have vari» 
ous conditions of crooked teeth 
which should be given attention. 

In a study of a group of 6 and 
7-year-old children made by the 


.§ Children’s Bureau in New Haven. 


Conn., back in 1934-36, we found 
that nearly 60 per cent of them 
were in need of both medical and 
dental care. Only 2 per cent were 
found to be in such good condition 
that neither medical. nor dental 
treatment was recommended. 
Survey Now Under Way. 
Whether the situation today for 
all - and 7-year-olds is as serious 
as it was for those New Haven 
youngsters 14 years ago, we will 
be able to tell when the American 
Academy of Pediatrics makes a 
report on the nation-wide survey 
it is undertaking into the health 
of children generally. Advance es- 
timates from this survey seem to 
show that there are probably no 


LENROOT more than 10 per cent of our 


school-age children who do not 
need some kind of medical or 
dental attention. 


Some schools make a practice of 
giving medical and dental exami- 
nations to their children, Some- 
times these examinations are 
thorough; sometimes they are su- 
perficial. In practically no public 
school system in the country is 
there a thorough follow-up of 
school examinations. To show how 
serious this lack of a follow-up is, 
here are some figures from one 
state which has kept records of 
examinations: 

In one year, in this state, 36,666 
children were found to have visual 
defects requiring correction; at the 
next examinations, only 7452 of 
them had had corrections. In the 
same year, 213,500 children had 
dental defects; in the follow-up 
examination, only 43,106 showed 
that their teeth had been fixed. 
And so on down the list. 


Such neglect of the health of 


children as this stands as a black 
mark against a nation such as 
ours that is so wise in knowledge 
of what makes for good health, 


and so ingenious in finding ways

to meet basic human needs. 
For the coming year, the Presi- 
dent hag asked us, in his procla- 
mation, to take at least a first 
step toward wiping out this black 


mark.

The job of getting these begin- 


ners into fine physical shape does 


not have to be done before, schoo! | 
opens next fall, but it should de 
completed by the end of the first ¢ 


school year. 

To see the job through wil} re- 
quire the help of doctors, nurses, 
dentists, and other health workers 
both in private practice and pub- | 
lic service. It means alerting the 
parents of every 6-year-old. 
Teachers can help. Finally, it is 
a job for citizens working through 
their parent-teacher and other as- 
sociations, to make sure that no 
child goes uncared for medically 
or -dentally because his family 
cannot afford the care or for some 
other avoidable obstacle. 

I: we are able to fulfill the, 
health needs of these school be- 
ginners, if we pursue the same 
action ‘year after year, then we 
can say that we have put a sub- 
stantial segment of our young 
citizens on the road to vigorous, 
positive health.
